The Bonaventure Galleries, at No. 5 
East 35th Street, are all in order for the 
season. Mr. Bonaventure has recently 
returned from Europe and his importa- 
tions are still in the Custom House. 



Recent additions to the Macbeth Gal- 
leries, No.. 450 Fifth Avenue, include: 
"Hoeing Tobacco," by the late George 
Fuller; a "California Landscape," by 
Twachtman ; "Scene in Wales," by Bal- 
lard Williams, and "Golden Glow," by 
William Keith, fresh from the artist's 
studio. 



Gimpel and Wildenstein have given 
up their Gallery at No. 509 Fifth Ave- 
nue, owing to alterations in the build- 
ing, and will soon be installed in new 
and handsome Galleries, probably fur- 
ther up Fifth Avenue. Announcement 
wili be made later. 



Mr. Theodore Heinemann, who has 
been in Munich all Summer, returned 
on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. on Tuesday. 
He reports an excellent business Sum- 
mer in Munich, where the handsome 
galleries of his firm are the resort of 
all art loving visitors. Mr. Heinemann 
is at the Hotel Savoy for the present. 



At R. Ederheimer's Print Shop, No. 
4 West 40th Street, there will be held 
next month an exhibition of English mez- 
zotints. The exhibition now on of prints 
by Marc- Antonio Raimondi is a very suc- 
cessful one, and many of the most im- 
portant prints have already been sold. 

The galleries of Arthur Tooth & Sons, 
No. 580 Fifth Avenue, are now showing 
a collection of rare paintings by masters 
of the Barbizon school. Among the pic- 
tures are a landscape with sheep by Ch. 
Jacques and "Forest of Fontainebleau," 
by Diaz. There are two landscapes by 
Harpignies, and a "Coast Scene" by Isa- 
bey; "Le Bac," by Troyon; a land- 
scape by Dupre; "Marshlands," by Ca- 
zin; a small river scene by Daubigny, 
and a view of "Ville d'Avray," by 
Co rot. 

In the galleries downstairs is an ex- 
hibition of twenty-seven original etchings 
by Hedley Fitton, R.E. "The Two Mills" 
and "Rue Hotel de Ville, Paris," have 
been recently selected for the permanent 
collection at the Petit Palais, Paris. 
Among those that may be especially re- 
marked, besides the two already men- 
tioned, are : "The Rialto, Venice," and 
"London Bridge," and "John Knox 
House, Edinboro," the latter being the 
most recent of Mr. Fitton's works. 



BOOK REVIEW. 



Art in Great Britain and Ireland, by 
Sir Walter Armstrong, Director of the 
National Gallery of Ireland (New 
York: Charles Scribner's Sons, 
MCMIX). 

This book, the first of a series on art 
in different countries, is a condensed 
history of art in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, from primitive times to the pres- 
ent day, and is profusely illustrated, 
some' of the pages containing as many 
as four small pictures. 

Not only are the greater arts dealt 
with, but "a chapter entitled, "Certain 
Minor Arts," includes needlework and 
illuminating, carving in ivory, work in 
various metals, and etching and engrav- 
ing- 

A complete index to the text, and one 
to the illustrations, and a bibliography 
at the end of each chapter, add to the 
usefulness of the volume as a reference 
book.

At the Yamanaka Galleries, No. 254 
Fifth Avenue, the exhibition of antique 
Chinese rugs still continues. 



The exhibition of old Dutch masters 
at the Ehrich Galleries, No. 465 Fifth 
Avenue, will remain open for some time. 
Some of the pictures have been sold, but 
others have been put Hn to fill their 
places. 

Mr. Louis R. Ehrich has sailed from 
-the other side and will arrive some time 
next week. He has been very succssful 
in finding many rare paintings by the 
old masters. 

The new and handsome galleries of 
Mr. Louis Ralston at No. 548 Fifth Ave- 
nue, are in order for the season. Mr. 
Ralston recently returned from Europe, 
with a very fine Harpignies, two por- 
traits by Gilbert Stuart, an exceedingly 
fine Daubigny, a beautiful Diaz, with 
figures, and- other pictures equally im- 
portant. 



William M. Thackeray items of great 
rarity are in the library of the late Wil- 
helmus Mynderse of Brooklyn, which 
will be sold at Anderson's, in East 46th 
Street, on Oct. 28 and 29. Mr. Mynderse 
was an engineer, a journalist and a leader 



in the department of admiralty jurispru- 
dence. 

Perhaps the most interesting, thjng in the 
sale, as well as one of the rarest, is "Flore 
et Zephyr Ballet Mythologique," Thack- 
eray's first attempt at independent author- 
ship. It appeared simultaneously in Lon- 
don and Paris in 1816. This copy is the 
London publication. Thackeray at the time 
was in his twenty-fifth year. It is a small 
folio, full maroon morocco, gilt top, and 
consists of eight plates, entitled "Scenes in 
the Life of a Ballet Girl," and a wrapper on 
which is a picture of Flore. The drawings 
are lithographed by Edward Morton, son 
of the author of the play "Speed the 
Plough." In each corner is the monogram 
W. T. All the plates and the wrapper are 
inlaid. The little work had a very limited 
sale, hence its rarity. It is the Augustin 
Daly copy, which sold in 1900 for $420. 
No copy has since appeared in the American 
auction houses. Another scarce work is 
Thackeray's "Second Funeral of Napoleon: 
and the Chronicle of the Drum," by Mr. M. 
A. Titmarsh, London, 1841. It contains at 
the end of the leaf of the advertisement 
"Preparing for Immediate Publication Din- 
ner Reminiscences by Mr. M. A. Titmarsh." 
c There is also a copy of one of the rarest 
of Thackeray's works, "Comic Tales and 
Sketches, Edited and Illustrated by Mr. 
Michael Angelo Titmarsh, Author of 'The 
Paris Sketch Book,' etc." It is in tw6. vol- 
umes, 8vo., and was published in London in 
1841. It did not sell well at first, but after 
"Vanitv Fair" made Thackeray famous the 
stock of the "Comic Tales and Sketches" 
was looked up, and a new title page was 
printed, describing him as the author of 
"Vanity Fair." The present copy is the 
genuine first edition, and is in binding by 
Zaehnsdorf.
